on the eve of the convention. 
His 


statement was applauded loudly. 


LaBudde declared he did not be 


lieve "an individual or a small group 
of men can take away the right o 
assembly from us. Even the legls 
latiire cannot take away from us the 
right to meet and care for our own 
affairs."' 


The. chairman told the convention 


that "in these troublous times there 
is a feeling that this government is 
not conducted in the interest of the 
people."

by the party not only as to the can 
didates for president, but the issues 
as well. 


Fond du Lac —CxP) — Wisconsin

earlier in the week. 


Japanese residents demanded, af- 
ter the first clashes, that the Chin- 
ese authorities suppress anti-Japan- 
ese societies which-they said were 
chiefly 
responsible for promoting 


the boycott against Japanese goods, 
which has had a serious 
reaction 


against Japanese trade.

miral Shiosawa 
yesterday 
for a 


statement of his intentions in a con- 
ference aboard his flagship in the 
river.

Harvey, who was 19, disappear- 
ed Dec. 12. 
He was a junior teller 


at the American Trade and Savings 
bank. Ralph 
Ba'ughard, a young 


man believed to be his cousin, dis- 
appeared at the same time.

A $1,000 reward had been offered 


for Harvey's capture and conviction 
by the National Surety company, 
which -bonded h,im. 
The Michigan 


police received the circulars describ- 
ing him yesterday. 


In his telegram, Chief Brandon 


said he did not believe the young 
man committed 
suicide. 
The rifle 


was too far from his body, he said. 


Physicians who 
examined

body, according to the telegram, said 
the youth apparently had been dead 
several days.

Conservation Means Keep- 


ing World as God Made 


It, He Points Out 


Conservation does not mean 
the 


saving of wild game for the pleasure 
of hunters or fishermen, but the vast- 
er, broader work of trying- to leave 
God's world a little like he made it, 
declared Dr Preston M. Bradley, na- 
tional president of the Izaak"Wal- 
ton League of America, in an 
ad- 
dress last night before approximate- 
ly 1,800 persons at a meeting spon- 
sored by the local Izaak 
Walton 


chapter at Lawrence, Memorial chap, 
el. 


Dr. Bradley said ho is interested 


in conservation because he is con- 
cerned about the fate of the world, 
which now hangs in the balance for 
the next 25 years. He said people 
have become so smug, self satisfied 
and sophisticated that the world is 
adjacent to a seething tempest which 
might break forth at any moment 
and engulf the universe. 


"Little local game problems, such 


as hunting or fishing:, do not inter- 
est me at all," 
the speaker said. 


"But I am concerned about what is 
going to happen to this world. We 
are all in it together. In the next 
25 years this world will survive only 
if we can produce some leaders with 
steel in their backbones. And this 
type of leader will be produced only 
by going back to nature—and that's 
conservation. 


"Our world today is producing a 


lot of> pinhcads without the stamina 
and courage 
necessary to combat 


life. They are too sophisticated, al- 
ways seeking for what they term 
,variety, which Is nothing more than 
abnormality or 
sin, in 
a cloaked 
form. 


Need Out of Doors 


"They need the out of doors. They 


need to get closer to nature so they 
may find in themselves a new cour- 
age and stamina such as our earliest 
pioneers had." 


Dr. Bradcly scored the 
present 


system of living and called attention 
to the fact that this country is mort- 
gaging it future 
wealth—a wealth 


which doesn't exist. He said this is 
causing the depression. He said tho 
present conditions were brought on 
by a period of 
living with 
false 


standards and false values. He said 
nature, economics and industry an; 
all governed by an inexorable law 
which demands a penalty for every 
payment. He said the penalties now 
are being paid. Easy money in dan- 
gerous, and America, which has been 
money mad, is now boglnlng to pay 
the bill, he pointed out. 


"Morals, character and will have,

ernment in the local situation was 
recognized, however, in the action of 
Senator Charles A. Rice In placing 
a long distance radiophone call for 
^United States Senator Robert M. La- 
Follette in Washington, D. C., for 
6 o'clock a. m., Honolulu time, or 
11:30 a. m. in Washington. 


Senator Rice said he wanted to 


ask about interviews quoting Sen- 
ator LaFollette as favoring election 
of the Honolulu prosecutor but with 
fhe proviso that the governor, who is 
an appointee of the president of the 
"United States, might remove the 
prosecuting officials for cause. 


Honolulu Startled

parts of the country, and that in- 
cludes this section of "Wisconsin. The 
last two years have been above nor- 
mal, and if this rate of increase con- 
tinues, perhaps Labrador will grow 
bananas, and sugar cane by 1990, 
and Wisconsin will become famous 
for grape-fruit, 
oranges 
and tan- 


gerines. 


This vicinity has experienced no 


zero weather thus far this winter, 
and as a matter of fact, Georgfc Al- 
lanson, Menasha lock tender and of- 
ficial weather vendor for this dis- 
trict says his records show the low- 
est temperature to be 10 degrees 
above zero, and the highest 43 de- 
grees above. The temperatures were 
registered this month when during 
the old fashioned Wisconsin winter 
the mercury 'has gone down as far 
as 36 below zero. The lowest tem- 
perature last month was 7 degrees 
above zero, and the highest 46 de- 
grees above. 


25 Degrees Below 


Back in January, 1929, the lowest 


temperature recorded in 
Appleton 


during the winter was 26 degreea 
below zero on Jan. 13, and the high- 
est during that month was 35 de- 
grees above. In January, 1930, the 
lowest temperature also was 25 de- 
grees below zero, and the highest 
was 42 degrees 
above. Sub-zero 


temperatures were recorded m De- 
cember of 1929 and 1930. During 
January last year the lowest tem- 
perature recorded was 7 degrees be- 
low zero, and thp highest was 41 de- 
grees above. 


The mild winter weather while 


being welcomed by most residents 
of: Appleton is not so favorable in 
the estimation of Ice fishermen and 
ice dealers. Several ice dealers, who 
usually get their winter 
supplies 


from the Fox river and Lake Win- 
nebago have been obliged to pur- 
chase manufactured ice to supply 
their customers. 


For the first 
time in about 40 
years the lake is not frozen over in 
January. At the present time the 
ice is about three inches thick, just 
barely thick enough to hold up the 
shanties of a few venturesome ice- 
fishermen. 
Twice this winter the 


lake was partially frozen over only 
to crack up. 


The Rocky Mountains seem to 


have been the dividing line this win- 
ter. East of there many section ac- 
customed to sub-zero weather basked 
in sunshine and found roses bloom- 
ing and robins singing in the spring- 
like breezes of December and Jan- 
uary. 


Overcoats Not Needed 


New England and the middlewest 


left overcoats at home and put the 
woolens back in moth balls. In the 
mid south, which usually getg the 
first frpeze up in December or late 
November, early January days found 
lawn movers still In use and flowers 
blooming. Coal men were thinking 
of going Into the ice business as 


week after week went by with balmy 
breezes and even bathing resorts 
claiming attention. 


The picture west of the Rocky 


Mountains presents a sharp con- 
trast. Parts of sunny California. were 
covered with snow, and mountain 
regions witnessed one blizzard after- 
another.

Dr. -C. G. Abbott of the Smithson- 


ian Institute suggests that the an- 
swer might lie in the activity, or 
rather, the lack of activity—of sun 
spots at the present time. Right 
now, 
they are at their 11-year mini- 


mum andTthe sun's radiation is very 
mucn equalized thereby, he states. 


"But if that is true," puts In 


Joseph B. Kincer, chief of the agri- 
cultural meteorology division of the 
weather bureau, "how do you ex- 
plain 
the 
extreme 
variation 
of 


weather that often exists only a few 
hundred miles apart? 


"Dr. Abbott's explanation, might 


do for the entire earth. But not for 
parts of the earth."

Perhaps half the national controver- 


sies and hatreds that exist would dis- 
appear if all the people on the globe 
used a. common language, but attain- 
ing that result seems well-nigh im- 
possible as efforts have continued for 
generations without any appreciable 
headway. 


Another method to keep internation- 


al feelings from seething is to have 
the people of one nation become more 
familiar with the methods and process- 
es of other nation^. 


For instance; Senator Borah is in- 


terviewed and advances an opinion 
concerning some problem affecting 
France. It may be an ill-advised opin- 
ion. Many of our public men, con- 
, stantly supplicated by rrews bureaus, 
fall into the error of talking without 
proper preparation, when to hold the 
tongue would be a virtue. 


The Americans may pay little or no 


attention to the Borah interview, the 
press of the country may also unite 
in exposing its fallacies, but the people 
of France, receiving only the interview, 
that is the first chapter of the story, 
very often rush to the conclusion that 
intead of representing one out of nine- 
ty-six opinions in the senate it is the 
voice of America they hear. 


Senator Johnson, though entitled of 


course to vote against the moratorium 
if he did not believe in its principle, 
made stupid and intolerant references 
to Europeans under which they are 
all smarting. 


The Belgian Press, usually careful 


and reserved in its comments, has at 
las't been driven by some of these 
blunders and the insults of our public 
men to exasperation. So far has it 
gone that Foreign Minister Hymans 
carried the government's apologies to 
our ambassador. 


A great portion of our population 


may agree with the Independence 
Beige in what it says although it has 
become unduly inflamed in its con- 
clusions. In a recent article it re- 
ferred to Senators Borah and John- 
son like this: 


'"The statements of these men show the 


ignorance of a great people who should take 
a part in the solution of the difficult prob- 
lems weighing down Europe. 


"It was a stupefying example when Sen- 


ator Johnson addressed 
congress, 
saying, 


with reference to reparations, that each Ger- 
man should drink one glass less of beer. 
These enormities were uttered in the Amer- 
ican congress and no members protested their 
insanity. 


"It is unimaginable that a representative 


or senator should dare to speak on a problem 
of which he is so ignorant and to spread such 
disconcerting fairy tales." 


So far as the article goes it is not 


difficult to see the Belgian viewpoint. 
Most American papers expressed a 
similar opinion. But the Independence 
Beige was mad and turned simpleton 
itself, as witness: 


"This ignorance is general, America being 


too busy recording the doings of gangsters 
to study politics. It is America's attitude, 
inspired by its ignorance of realities, that is 
compromising peace." 


The editor took in too much territory. 


He started out to lash Senator John- 
son who had it coming, but worked 
himself up to such a fury that he is 
attacking everyone, a great majority of 
whom have little time for Senator 
Johnson's personal theories. 


TAKING IT WITH A SMILE 
Faced with almost unbearable in- 


come taxes, to which has been added 
the extra burden of Mr. Phillip Snow- 
den's demand that three-fourths of the 
year's tax be paid in the first install- 
ment, the British people are reported 
as swarming into the tax offices and 
paying their assessments with a smile.

public expenditure, -the well of the 
nation's resources has been drained, 
the English people realize that a crisis 
is upon them and their response to 
the government's call for assistance 
has been beyond expectations. 


Homes have been mortgaged whole- 


sale; automobiles and jewelry sold; 
household expenses cut beyond what 
had been thought possible. So great 
has been the patriotic reaction that 
heirlooms of every description amount- 
ing to thousands of pounds have been 
contributed as gifts to the national 
treasury. 


It takes courage and fortitude to 


look into a well drained nearly dry and 
see reflected therein a smiling counte- 
nance. It takes faith, hope in the fu- 
ture, and a lusty heritage to drink of 
the dregs thereof as if it were spark- 
ling wine. 


The American, too, is cf a. breed 


that can take it with a smile, if asked 
to meet a crisis that is unescapable. 
But if the well of 'his resources con- 
tinues to be drained, in spite of many 
and persistent warnings, by the cofc- 
stantly increasing and unnecessary 
leaks in national, state, and municipal 
expenditures, his smiling face may 
quickly change to one of grim demean- 
or and the dregs of his cup quaffed 
as rankling poison. 


In the present state of affairs there 


is little sense in probing the depth 
of the American citizens's good na- 
ture. It is a surgical operation that 
can be avoided by a prompt response 
to the growing demands for substantial 
reductions in governmental costs. 


SELF-INCRIMINATION 


An electric company bus at Mil- 


waukee felled an old man on the 
street. 


The driver in addition to assisting 


the injured person, busied himself 
getting the names of witnesses, a duty 
usually, and properly enough, imposed 
upon him by his employer. 


In a short time the injured person 


arrived at the hospital and the wit- 
nesses scattered to their homes. 


It is plain enough that to an in- 


jured person or to his dependents in 
case of his death, and more particular- 
ly so in the latter case because other- 
wise they are without proof, the list 
of witnesses taken by the driver is im- 
portant. 


In the Milwaukee case a coroner's 


jury 
was 
impanelled, 
the 
driver 


brought before it. He was accompan- 
ied by his attorney, who also is the 
attorney for the electric company. 


The coroner arid jury are without 


evidence unless they can get the list 
of witnesses taken by the driver. 


It is reasonable to suppose that the 


attorney for the driver and the electric 
company has at least one eye upon the 
possibility of a damage action against 
the company. He refuses to turn over 
the list which now has been delivered 
to his care. He pleads that the driver 
may be prosecuted criminally and 
that he is the attorney for the driver 
and cannot divulge what has been giv- 
en to him in the way of evidence, two 
rather difficult hurdles to overcome. 


In other words, the administration 


of justice both in a criminal and civil 
sense is thwarted because of some 
rules, one of which is quite without 
genuine merit and the other based 
upon the relation of attorney and client 
brought about by the company some- 
what for the obvious advantage that 
is in it. 


And if the injured person were to 


die, the driver who knows most about 
how the accident happened is permit- 
ted to say: "Since I may be accused of 
some offense in operating the car I re- 
fuse to answer any questions." 
He 


will thus save his own body and like- 
wise the company from damages. 


It is not sensible to blame the com- 


pany for maneuvering to a position to 
its own advantage. It has violated no 
law in so doing. Again, the fault is 
our own. We persist in a provision 
that permits witnesses who know the 
most to seal their lips.

LUCKY FOR US THE UNBROKEN 


SKIN CANT ABSORB 


ANYTHING 


One or two medical editors and 


textbook authors to the contrary not- 
withstanding, it Is pretty we1! es- 
tablished among Intelligent 
physi- 


cians that the unbroken skin never 
absorbs anything. Here and there 
one still finds some self-styled "sci- 
entific" medical editor or some pro- 
fessional textbook writer or some 
professor of therapeutics still believ- 
ng or professing to believe that 
certain medicines or 
poisons 
are 


ometimes actually absorbed into the 
3lood thru the -normal skin. One such 
•authority," still alive, often reiter- 
ates, at least by Imp'fcation, that 
;here is no question about the ab- 
sorption of certain medicines -when 
ihey are applied in a certain way 
:o the normal skin, and he usually 
mentions the traditional administra- 
tion of mercury by inunction to uol- 
ster up his, position. No one has 
adduced any scientific experimental 
evidence to show that mercury is ab- 
sorbed thru the unbroken skin. All 
intelligent doctors know that tne 
systemic absorption of the mercury 
administered in that way is by In- 
halation, and the quantity of mer- 
cury the patient or subject of the 
treatment or experiment absorbs de- 
pends upon the length of time the 
mercury salve remains on the sklu 
or on the clothing, for of course the 
mercury is only slowly volatilized t>y 
the heat of the body. I contend tnat 
the medical editor and the professor 
of therapeutics who offer mercurial 
inunction as evidence of the direct 
absorption of something thru the 
skin are not unscientific but a lit- 
tle dishonest for they know as well 
as I do that all properly controlled 
experiments made to prove the per- 
meability of the skin have failed to 
give any satisfactory evidence. 


News storiep frequently tell or a 


serious poisoning by shoe dye, and 
generally, these reports imply, if 
they do not give some "authority's 
opinion," that the poisonous ingred- 
ient of the shoe dye has been ab- 
sorbed thru the victim's feet—which 
seems obvious, because the victim 
has had the sho«s dyed on his feet 
or has worn them immediately after 
the dye was applied. But if the pois 
onous Ingredient of the dye were 
chloroform, instead of benzol or oth 
er unfamiliar substance, or if it were 
the victim's shirt instead

shoes that were dyed, the entrance 
of the poison thru the skin would 
not seem so obvious.

It would be simple and fair, would 


it not, to put such a question to tfie 
test, on by skin? Well, I'm open to 
engagements! to serve as the goat for 
any such experiment any physician 
or authority or scientific person of 
standing wishes to make. If I can 
be made sick or poisoned or caused 
to absorb anything whatever thru 
my unbroken skin, well, that would 
leave me just where I ought to be 
If I'm wrong about this importanl 
question of health, wouldn't 
it?

Oil Heater 1$ Oke 


I am thinking of putting in an 


oil heater. In the house we use tae 
leater to heat three rooms. Would 
;here by any danger to our health, 
using such a heater? Have been told 
t burns a lot of oxygen. (J. H. A.) 


Answer—It is necessary that any 


leater or stove that burns fuel on 
.he premises have proper stovepipe 
or flue connection to carry pro- 
ducts of 
combustion out 
of the 


touse. Thus equipped the oil heater 
s no more dangerous than any other 
kind of stove or heater. It is not the 
amount of oxygen consumed, but tlie 
amount of carbon monoxide produc- 
ed by combustion, that makes a fire 
dangerous If there is faulty -ventila- 
:ion. Probably the more oxygen con- 
sumed the less carbon monoxide pro- 
duced. It is where the oxygen supply 
is shut off or not enough air (draft) 
is admitted to the fire, that the 
deadly (odorless) carbln monoxide gas 
:s likely to be produced.

Their leaders told me that in an- 
other month another

gained a fresh perspective on the 
prospects for 
Hitler to overthrow 


the Republic. 


' 
For America, with its large eco- 


nomic interests in the future of this 
country, there is one clear point in 
the German scene. This point is the 
Republic. 


Expressed without a 
number of 


necessary qualifications, 
American 


and other foreign 
money in Ger- 


many is safe as long as the Repub- 
lic persists. This money is now tied 
•up in the "standstill" agreements. It 
is frozen. To this degree it is un- 
safe In the same sense that frozen 
credits anywhere in the world are 
unsafe. 
But as far as 
a Govern- 


ment can influence the security of 
capital, the record shows that the 
German Government under the Re- 
public has done all that any Govern- 
ment could- have done to protect for- 
eign private investments 
in Ger- 


many. 


Another Government, 
a Hitler 


Government, 
a 
Fascist 
regime, 


might conceivably protect foreign in- 
vestments •with equal solicitude, but 
there is no experience to prove it, 
and there is plenty of evidence that 
in the Hitler ranks there are ten- 
denices anything but friendly to for- 
eign capital. Hitler may be perfect- 
ly sincere in his many recent reas- 
surances to capitol 
both domestic 


and foriegn, but it is certain that 
many of his followers, and not all of 
them in subordinate positions, are 
hoping and expecting that a Nation- 
al Socialist Government would radic- 
ally change the present basis of cap- 
italism in Germany. 


4 Militant Organizations 


Hitler who 
first fomented 
but 


now fears these radicial views of 
his socalled "Activists, may be able 
to keep them in check, but the Ger- 
man anxieties over the possibility of 
his coming to 
power are largely 


based upon opinion that he will have 
difficulty in doing- so. Capital is no- 
toriously timid; and it is certain that 
if foreign capital could freely leave 
Germany it would flee at the closer 
approach of Hitler 
to the Govern- 


ment just as it began to flee when 
Hitler achieved 
his first 
election 


victory in 1930. 


In this moment of political as 


well as economic crisis, when civil 
•war in Germany is weighed as a pos- 
sibility by. even 
the soberest 
ob- 


eervers, it is necessay to take ac- 
count not only of the voting but of 
the fighting- strength of Germany's 
political 
parties. 
Th© country 
is 


more extensively and Intensively or- 
ganized for domestic conflict than 
any other on earth. It Is like a town 
•with four 
fire departments, 
each 


ready at the gong to leap down the 
brass pole and race for the goal. It 
is like a village with four gangs, 
each ready at the drop of the hat to 
sally forth and. slaughter the others. 
It is like no other country in the 
•world1. 


The four 
militant organizations 


are the Republican Reichs Banner, 
the National Socialist Storm Troops, 
the Conservative Steel Helmets, and 
the Communist Red Front. Magde- 
burg is the best place to study them, 
for in Magdeburg are the national 
headquarters of both 
the Reichs 


Banner and the Steel Helmets. Mag- 
deburg,. at the bend 
of the Elbe 


chief river of the 
German North! 


has a strategic significance that per- 
suaded men of the left and of the 
right to make it their base of opera- 
tions. 


There is hardly any doubt that 


the several million belligerent young 
men of these four 
organizations 


would long ago have considerably 
reduced their numbers 
and the 


population of Germay on real battle- 
fields If it had not been for two re- 
straints. One is the Treaty of Ver- 
'zallles that makes it difficult for any 
German militant 
organizations to 


bear effective arms; and the other is 
the German Republic that since the 
days of the "Black Reichswehr," has 
consistently discouraged civilian ar- 
mament as much for the sake of 
preserving the Republic as for ful- 
fillment of the Versailles Treaty. 


Fighting Corps of 250,000 


Yet the record of street-fight cas- 


ualties already cited; with Its total 
of 182 dead and 15,000 wounded in 
one year, is impressive evidence of 
what the four organizations have 
been able to do to one another de- 
spite restraints. The casualty lists 
show that of the dead and Injured 
nearly all were Communists or Na- 
tional Socialists, and very few Steel 
Helmets or Reichs 
Banner men. 


This gives a sound idea of the rela- 
tive truculence of the four organ- 
izations, but is misleading as a guide 
to their respective value in the case 
ft serious civil war. 


Numerically

This gives a total of around 5,000 


000 men in Germany organized i 
one way or another for the purpose 
of civil war, or as some of them eac 
press it, to prevent civil war. Ther 
is no question but that the primarj 
aim of all four organizations is t 
fight one another- The hastile fronts 
among the four corps are not, how 
ever, simple. The Storm Troops bat 
tie the Red Front to the death, an 
their mutual hatred accounts fo 
most of the dead and wounded in th 
normal day by 
day killing. 
Th 


Storm Troops also battle the Reich 
banner. The Storm 
Troops ar 


friendly with the Steel Helmets, wh 
in turn abhor the Red Front an 
tolerate the Reichs Banner. The Rei 
Front battles everybody, but give: 
a choice would 
prefer to slay 
; 


Storm Trooper than a Reichs Ban 
ner man or a Steel Helmet. 
Th 


Reichs Banner genuinely consider 
its duty to be to prevent civil war 
but regards its own fighting super, 
ority as the best means to that end 
It has hitherto kept somewhat i: 
the background, but unless the sign 
in Madgeburg are deceptive, it 
play the leading role in the interne 
cine strife of Germany from now on 
It battles on principle anybody wh 
threatens the Republic. 


Each of the four 
organization 


numbering a total of around 5,000 
000 men, is possessed of an exten 
slve service of information to kee 
apprised of one another's 
move- 


ments. Each 
is organized in iriili 


tary fashion with regiments an 
battalions 
and companies 
an 


squads. Each is ready at the signa 
of alarm to call its members from 
their homes in the shortest possibl 
time to assemble at strategic point 
and go about the business of fractri 
cide in the most efficient possibl 
way. 


Most of the fighting corps have 


enough small arms to do fatal .in 
jury to one another, though there is 
no evidence that any of them hav 
enough rifles or machine guns tc 
warrant the attention 
of nervou 


foreigners. 
Government edicts de 


creeing jail sentences for the pos 
session even of black-jacks, or bras 
knuckles have reduced their arma 
ment considerably, but there is lit 
tie doubt that if all the lethal weap 
ons in the hands, under 
the mat 


tresses or in the bureau drawers o 
the 5,000,000 could be piled together 
they would make a mountain. 


None Equipped for Warfare 


These weapons, however effectiv. 


for the daily homicide, are scarcely 
enough to make 
a revolution o 


wage a war. None of the corps is 
equipped for warfare against an 
other power. 
Not all of them to 


gether, with their 
5,000,000, 
are 


equal to the 100,000 men of the Ger 
man army, the Reichswehr. It Is a 
question if they are equal to Ger 
many's 100,000 police with their ar- 
mored cars,, machine guns and car 
bines. But each of them, depending 
upon the Government 
in power 


could conceivably 
be used as re 


cruits for national defense, certainly 
as supplementary 
forces for the 


Government against insurrection. 


If Hitler came to power there Is 


little doubt <n the minds of most ob- 
servers that he would proceed im- 
mediately 
to convert 
his 
Storm 


Troops into a sort of Fascist militia. 
In a Red revolt the Communists of 
course would have their Red Guard 
on the streets In approved Russian 
style long before the first German 
Council of Peoples Commissaries 
held its .initial session. 
The Steel 


Helmets in any case would do what 
they thought Field 
Marshal 
von 


Hindenburg would like them to do. 


It so happens that the Govern 


ment now In power is the Govern- 
ment the Reichs Banner wishes to 
preserve in power. Hence the domi- 
nant Importance of the Reichs Ban- 
ner In weighing German's Immedi- 
ate future. 


This importance is not, however, 


merely because of the relationship 
of the Reichs Banner to the Gov- 
ernment, nor 
because 
the Reichs 


Banner may number soon twice as 
many aa its next competitor, but be- 
cause of the character of its mem- 
bership and particularly because of 
the character of Its Immediate pros- 
pective membership. For the Reichs 
Banner, itself chiefly recruited from 
the Social Democratic and the Demo- 
cratic parties with a few from the 
left wing of the Center Party, has 
now obtained the co-operation of the 
extremely 
important 
"General 


League of German Trade Unions," 
controlling 5,000,000 
trade 
union 


members throughout the Reich, and 
from these 5,000,000 the trade unions 
board of directors 
has 
promised 


that 1,000,000 shall immediately en- 
roll in the Reichs Banner. The dis- 
cipline of the "General League of 
German Trade Unions" is such that 
the promise 
of the leaders 
is as 


good as its execution. 


Kapp -Gave Up 


. What this means may be appre- 
ciated by reference to a page out of 
Germany's post-war 
history. 
On 


rectos accustomed 
to all th« con- 


veniences 
of 
modern 
civilization 


could not continue to function when 
their machines ceased to function. 
The machine age men had a hard 
enough time keeping alive 
when 


thrown back to the conditions of 
the Middle Ages, and the task of 
consolidating their power, organiz- 
ing a. Government, much less the 
task of putting down the strike, was 
quite beyond them. On the seven- 
teenth of March Kapp gave up, fled 
to Sweden. In the face of the gen- 
eral strike 
his 
Government 
had 


lasted four days. 


If the "General League of Ger- 


man Trade Unions" has 
given its 


consent for 1,000,000 of its members 
to enter the Reichs Banner, 
this 


may prove the most important de- 
velopment in German politics sines 
the Hitler forces put 107 deputies 
in- the Reichstag in September, 1930. 


A Strike If Hitler Comes 


Certain circumstances today dif- 


fer from the circumstances in 1920 
when a general strike 
overthrew 


Kapp, and the legal Government it- 
self, then headed by Ebert, assisted 
in the proclamation of the strike. 
The strikers were striking against 
an illegal, insurrectionary Govern- 
ment. 
If Hitler came to power il- 


legally, as he insists he will not at- 
tempt to do, a general strike today 
would resemble that of 1920, and the 
chances for its success 
could be 


measured in terms of 1920. If Hitler 
came to power legally, it would, of 
course, bo much more difficult to 
promulgate 
a general 
strike, but 


the organization of 1,00,0,000 trade 
union members into a vastly ex- 
panded Reichs Banner brings a gen- 
eral strike even under such circum- 
stances into the realm of possibili- 
ties. If the 1,000,000 trade union 
men intended for the Reichs Ban- 
ner are picked from the standpoint 
of their usefulness 
for a general 


strike, they could easily be as ef- 
fective as a force five times their 
number. 
Their knowledge of the 


technical processes required to par- 
alyze the essential services of the 
nation, the 
water, gas, electric 


works and railroads, would multiply 
their effectiveness many times. 


But the Reichs Banner must reck- 


on also upon the probability that the 
National Socialist 
Storm 
Troops 


would attempt to occupy the public 
utilities. 
The provision 
for 
this 


contingency is contained in the ex- 
pansion of the fighting corps of the 
Reichs Banner from 150,000 to 250,- 
000. 


The corps is divided into the us- 


ual sections from motorcycle squads 
to medical department. Its newest 
division is the "N," or "Not-Abeti-

"I never have a bit ot trouble with 


my children until they get -with the 
children next door. Shall I move 
away? It seems a dreadful thing to 
do but under the circumstances I 
don't see what else Is to be done." 


ls"o, don't move away. It wouldn't 


do a bit of good. People live all over 
this world. You'd hate to have to live 
in a deserted village. It isn't enough 
to be able to live with oneself. One 
must bo able to live with other peo 
pie and the ore adjustable one Is, 
the better. 


No child can grow up in good men- 


tal and physical health without the 
companionship of other children his 
own age. Each child 
has different 


gifts, different temperaments, differ- 
ent training: from all others. Unless 
he can adjust himself to all who 
come his way he is going to go about 
the world as veritable Job. Every- 
body who touches him touches a sore 
spot. There isn't much fun in that 
kind of living-. 


Most of the people in the world are 


all right. They -want to be happy 
and friendly and at peace with their 
world.

TEETH 
and Your Health 


This is the Fifteenth of a series of articles published by 
tbe Outagamte Dental Society. Readers are invited to 
send in their questions. They will be answered by quali- 
fied experts of the Dental Society. 


Prophylaxis means guarding and preserving 


against disease. As a dental treatment, prophylaxis 
consists of removing tartar, polishing the teeth, 
massaging the gums, and carefully examining the 
mouth for cavities in order to avoid disease of the 
pulp by extension of decay. 


The average person should go to his dentist c\ ery 


six months. 
Some persons, 
however, especially 


those having soft, 
chalky teeth, or spongy guins, 


find it necessary to call for treatment every two or 
three months. Patients who make regular visits to 
their dentist need not worry about loss of teeth thru 
decay or pyorrhea for tooth cavities are filled and 
gum troubles checked before they have a chance to 
cause serious trouble. 
The repair of a small cav- 


ity means very Httle pain, worry or expense. 


In order to keep one's mouth clean and healthy, 


one must use a good toothbrush, dental floss and a 
mouth wash. 
One must also take a few minutes 


each day to massage the gums. The teeth should be 
carefully brushed after each meal with a toothbrush 
small enough to reach every part of the mouth, but 
brushing before retiring is most important. 


Dental floss should be used in conjunction with 


the brush and its purpose is to clean particles of 
food from between the teeth and to polish tooth sur- 
faces which the brush does not reach. 
Gum mas- 


sage is also very important for it stimulates the cir- 
culation of blood around the teeth and gums, thus 
toughening the gums and making them more re- 
sistant to disease. 


The use of a mouth wash -after brushing the teeth 


and after eating, if possible, is very desirable. An 
alkaline wash (lime water) should be used before 
retiring, especially to remove loose particles of food 
and to neutralize any acid Avhich may have collected 
around the teeth. 
* * * 


The general care of the body has much to do with 


the condition of the mouth. One may assist in keep- 
ing his body fit by avoiding too many sweets and 
too much sticky and mushy food, and by seeing that 
his diet includes foods that supply the body vith 
the necessary vitamins and minerals. 


- Jf one will practice the rules of prophylaxis as 
outlined above a habit will be established which will 
result in more healthy teeth and mouths and in bet- 
ter general health.

Washington—Many of the provis- 


ions of the bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Glass of Virginia, Democrat, to 
revise the federal reserve law will 
bo opposed by the administration. 
There 
are 
indications that the 
treasury department is by no means 
In accord with the measure, which is 
designed to permit national banks to 
do state-wide 
b'ranch banking in 
states that allow that privilege to 
state banks and to divorce affiliated 
institutions ftrom national banks and 
members of the federal reserve sys- 
tem. 


The main feature of the bill, 


namely the state-wide branch bank- 
ing, will be the occasion for consid- 
erable controversy and 
discussion 


and it is believed that the measure 
will not become law at the present 
session of congress because of a de- 
sire of all interests concerned to de- 
bate the numerous points raised. 


Thus the comptroller of the cur- 


rency, John W. Pole and Secretary 
Mellon both favor branch tanking 
for national banks In economic trade 
areas irrespective of state laws. The 
new bill endeavors to restrict the 
operations of group banking by cut- 
ting down on the voting power of the 
holding corporations that hold the 
stocks 
of the banks in the group. 


This will provoke much controversy, 
too. 


Distinct Groups 


, 
As for the affiliates the bill looks 


to a separation of national or mem- 
ber banks from affiliates and after 
two years no shareholder of a bank 
could be a stockholder of an affiliate 
"organized 
to 
underwrite, deal or 


trade in securities." 


At present the new bill has merely 


been introduced and referred to the 
banking 
and currency 
committee 


which will in due time return It to 
the subcommittee 
which 
has 
In- 


formally approved it. Then the meas- 
ure 
comes up for hearings before 


either a, subcommittee or a full com- 
mittee. Many interests will request 
an opportunity to be heard. There 
will undoubtedly be a considerable 
number of bankers who wilr insist 
that the legislation should await a 
general clearing up of the credit sit- 
uation and perhaps the ending of 
the 
depression, their theory being 


that any action taken should not ag- 
gravate the condition of those banks 
which 
may have suffered already 


from, frozen assets. 


Also there Is the possibility that 


national banks which have affiliates 
might If this measure were passed 
give up their national banking char- 
ter 
and operate under state laws. 


For Instance in New York state the 
only requirement now Is that affili- 
ates shall be regularly examined by 
the state superintendent of banks 
and there Is no objection to Inter- 
locking directorates. 


Membership Question 


Hence the comptroller of the cur- 


rency, who is always interested In 
maintaining 
the 
largest 
possible 


membership In the federal reserve 
system may argue that the sugges- 
tions made in the Glass bill will tend 
to drive national banks out of the 
system. This may raise the whole 
question of the value to big banks 
of membership in the federal reserve 
since so many of them have not been 
using their rediscounting privileges 
anyway and whateveir 
advantages 


they may lose might be made up 
through correspondent arrangements 
with banks that are members of the 
federal reserve system. 


One of the far-reaching provisions 


of the bill is the requirement that 
national banks must have a capital 
equal 
to 15 per cent of their de- 


posits. At present there is no sur-h 
relationship at all and if passed the 
bill might tend to force many small 
banks from the national to the state 
systems unless they were able to in- 
crease their capital.
